It ts said that Dr Smith, believing 
that Governor Mat shall would select 
the eastern hospital for the insane for 
the scene of the institutional experi­ 
ment. has obtained options on 500 or 
600 acres near the site of the present ' 
institution. 
The argument of the governor in fa 
vor of the proposed colony takes in th* 
fact that such action must he accom 
plished at once or it w ill be neeessat \ j 
for large appropriations to he made 
either for the erection of expensive 
additions to the present hospitals f °r 
the insane in Indiana or for the build 
lng of a new insane institution. 


A Compromis e Plan.
